be one hundred millions. 


If after two years of frco coinage our 


people find that it does not pay, con- 
gross can, and will, stop such free 
coinage at once. 
During the last two 


years we sacrificed on the niter of Gold 
—that is, for tho purpose of keeping 
one hundred millions of gold in the 
treasury to redeem five hundred mil- 
lions of gold notes—no less than §2G4, 
000.000 which in 25 year will be 
doubled, at 
-I per cent interest to be 


paid annually—and those bonds run 80 
year! In six months another hundred 
millions in bonds may be added—and 
all that to keep up an imaginary value. 


For all those hundreds of millions of 


gold expenses wo have no equivalent, 
whilst for the two hundred millions of 
silver dollars wo would certainly have 
more than one-half of silver bullion. 


Now, when tho people, our sover- 


eigns, want to try that silver experi- 
ment for the next two years, why not 
let thorn do it? 
They themselves will 


stop it if they find it will not work. 


If we can spend within two years 


nearly three hundred millions to sus- 
tain gold, cannot wo stand also the 
loss, if it should bo a loss, of one hun- 
dred millions for silver—and save tho 
Democratic party and liberty? 


Should New York jobbers try a run 


on tho sub-treasury, do as Secretary 
Manning did: pay thorn according to 
law, in coin, that is," both in gold and 
silver, and thoro will bo no run."

The Cooperative Idea Amonq- Farmers. 


A striking evidence of the dominance 


of the associative idea among the set- 
.tlers of irrigated lands is seen in the 
plan of a colony which settled in south- 
ern Idaho as recently as 1S94. 
These 


colonists had observed that the min- 
ing-camps-of that region were littered 
•with tin cans, the labels of which bore 
evidence of the prosperity of distant 
industries. 
They also learned that 


the 
oondensfd 
milk 
used 
in that 


locality. camie 
from 
New 
Jersey, 


the creamery butter from Minneso- 
ta, the starch from Maine, and the 
bacon principal]y from Chicago. 
As 


the raw materials of these products are 
all easily grown, in Idaho, ther colonists 
determined to provide the simple in 
dustrial plants required to manufac 
ture the raw material into marketable 
form. 
They added to the price of their 


land ten dollars per acre, and thereby 
raised a capital of $50,000, which was 
somewhat increased by the sale of busi 
ness property in the village. 
This 


capital provided a creamery, cannery 
frui1>eTaporator, starch-factory, pork 
packing establishment and cold-stor 
oge plant. 
Taken in connection with 


their diversified farms, these little in- 
dustries constituted, in an industriai 
sense, a sjonmetrical community.'—

One of the most extraordinary races 


on record is scheduled for the uth ofj 
next mouth. 
On that date six athletic 


cyclists, headed by Dan Cabauue, of 
St. Louis, all riding on one machine 
called a "sextuplet," will endeavor to 
beat the Empire State Express, which 
is the fastest railway train in the 
world. 


The race is to be over one mile, at a 


point where the huge flying locomotive, 
may safely crowd on its greatest speed. 


In order to test the claims of the 


makers of the'"sextuplet," that, with 
their machine, thetmaided muscles and 
sinews of man can carry him more 
rapidly than the most perfected appli- 
cation of the powers of steam, a live 
mile track is to he laid at the side of 
the New York Central railroad, near 
PoughkoepsJe, and here- the test will 
be made. 


It is necessary that the track should 


be fire miles in length, as the full 
speed of the 'sextuplet cannot be at- 
tained in less than two miles, and it 
takes two more to come to a stop so 
that the six riders may alight safely. 
The race will, therefore, be over the 
third or centre mile of the track. 
The 


start will be so timed that both train 
and cyclists will commence the racing 
mile together, and then both will* be 
sent along at the utmost speed. 


The sextuplet is a bicycle in every 


sense of the word. It has only two 
wheels, but it has seats and pedaling 
gear for six riders. 
In the hands of 


the front man only is the steering ap- 
paratus, and in front of him is a 
wedge-shaped alnmiimm "air cutter." 
The whole machine is built of alumi- 
num, 
and though it is 15C inches long 


over all, with a wheel base of 125 
inches, it only weighs 187^' pounds. 
The genr is compounded to 153, and 
the strength of the machine is such 
that it could bear a weight of 20,000 
pounds.
